DAWES PLAN KULES 


It concerns an unclanficd point m 


1he Dawes plan whereby the Iransfc 
committee is obligated to use its pow 
er and influence to prevent any diop 
in foreign exchange when rcparatioi 
payments are due. The Dawes plan 
does not say how the power shall bi 
oxoicised. If, therefore, German citlu' 
and state should borrow large sums ir 
America or elsewhere.and then, when 
the interest payments come due, the 
transfer committee should say tha 
such interest 
payments 
cannot 
be 


made because to do so would 
slnj:

WOULD CUT GROWTH 


Such a. situation, if tmcured, would 


mean that German 
cities and states 


would be without funds necessary to 
their ordinary development. The Gei- 
man government as a matter of form 
could not admit that the 
transfer 


committee has any right to prohibit 
interest payments on 
the loans of 


cities and states. On the other hand, 
the finance ministry in Berlin, has 
been conferring -with the representa- 
tives of German states, and munici- 
palities regarding the nature of the 
loans to be made. 
Upwards 
of 20 


cities are in the market for loans ag- 
gregating about 
$225,000,000. 
Since 


such a large addition to Germany's in- 
debtedness would place a heavy bur- 
den on exchange, the advisory com- 
mittee of the finance committee has 
about como to the conclusion 
that 


borrowings abroad should be limited 
to extraordinary cases and that for- 
eign borrowings should bo restricted 
as far as possible to private corpora- 
tions engaged in reproductive enter- 
prises.

What happened in 


Kenosha to bring about this metamor- 
phosis? 


Most of the people in Kenosha give 


practically all the credit for the city's 
great showing in the lu-tfer citie^ con- 
test to the form of government under 
which the city operates. Kenosha is gov- 
erned by a city maaiager and a commis- 
sion council and the people take pride in 
pointing out what has been accomplished 
in "public improvements, in citizenship 
and in awakened public consciousness in 
the three years since Kenosha abandoned 
the archaic government by aldermen and 
adopted the modern. lnisine>s administra- 
tion by a city manager. 


Kenosha was awarded first pla^e in 


seven of the ten mcaMircments in the bet- 
ter cities contest, and five of the seven 
have a direct relationship to city adminis- 
tration. 
City planning, library, public 


administration, health and recreation—in 
all of which Kenosha was first, are direct- 
ly under the city government headed by a 
city manager. It would appear from this 
that the people of Kenosha are not far 
wrong in giving their city government the 
lion's share of credit for the victory. 


Other cities in Wisconbin. and Apple- 


ton in particular, should take a lesson 
from Kcnosha. If in three years Kenosha

So 
many readjustments had to be made, 
there was so much distress and impover- 
ishment, that, unless corrected, were like- 
ly to end in starvation, revolution and 
ruin, and no one could tell whether they

anything but promising. 
The,sore spots 


left, by the treaty of Versailles, the diffi- 
culty of settling the reparations issue, the

pressure applied by l-'rance, the suspi- 
cions and jealousies among, the allies 
themselves, all created a condition that 
was not favorable to peace. t 


Today most of these obstacles and men- 


aces have been removed. Europe is grad- 
ually recovering 
economically, and its 


finances are slowly but surely being put 
on a solid basis. 
The reparations issue 


has been settled, and public opinion, 
which 
unquestionably 
is 
for 
peace 


throughout Europe, has been permitted 
to assert itself. All of these factors have 
contributed to the remarkable results 
achieved at Locarno—results which even 
so short a time as a year ago would have 
been held to be impossible. As Mr. Bri- 
and says, we are slowly but surely quaking 
headway toward permanent peace. 


On the side of the League of Nations, 


there is this to be "said: It has demon- 
strated its value to Europe in numerous 
ways. 
It is solely responsible for the po- 


litical salvation of Austria and Hungary, 
for their financial recovery and for their 
prospective economic restoration. 
That 


in itself is a great achievement. It was 
the basis for the treaty of Locarno. It 
has just averted a war in the Balkans. 
It has to its credit innumerable acts cal- 
culated to improve and reconcile Europe. 
It is a great clearing house of international 
questions 
and 
relations. 
We 
be- 


lieve public opinion in this country favors 
moral support of League activities by the 
United States. 
We may not be ready for 


membership, but certainly enlightened 
judgment in America is for any move- 
ment and any organization which attempts 
to settle international problems on a basis 
of right and justice, and whose efforts are 
being directed to the establishment of per- 
manent peace. 


If we would disassociate the League 


question from politics and approach it 
solely from the standpoint of ethics and 
right, and practical good, there is no 
doubt but what sentiment in this coun- 
try would ^support a policy of coopera- 
tion with the League. Certainly we can- 
not from any point of view support a poli- 
cy of indifference or hostility. That would 
carry isolation to indefensible and absurd 
lengths.

may not be sarcastic to mention that 
one 
with 


"cri" may feel bad, but the 20 odd diseases which 
belong to {hat group do not particularly impair 
the sense of touch, so that it is inaccurate to say 
one with such an illness feels "badly." If a vic- 
tim of the cri really feels badly, then it is quite all 
right for the young lady across the way to thank 
somebody very muchly; and if she can do that so 
muchly it would seem that Dr. Webster was all 
wrong when he maintained that it is impossible to 
give or receive thanks in advance. 


Coryza was invented long before I was born. It 


is the medical name for acute distemper, acute in- 
fectious rhinitis, acute nasal catarrh, or if you in- 
sist, accute cold in the head. It is not just another 
name for "the common cold," nor is it just an- 
other name for cri. 
When doctors or folks speak 


of the "common cold" they do not refer to coryza 
particularly, but to nobody knows which of the 
score or more of illnesses which I have proposed 
o group under the general name of the common 
respiratory infections, or for the sake of brevity, 
the cri—a word I have coined from the initial let- 
ters of "common 
respiratory 
infections," 
and 


which is pronounced kree. 


I have listed here on more than one. occasion the 


score of clearly defined diseases which scientific- 
physicians everywhere classify under the name of 
respiratory infections: Briefly, they include cory- 
za. tonsillitis, simple sore throat, acute laryngitis, 
acute bronchitis pneumonia, tuberculosis diphther- 
ia, measles and all the other eruptive diseases (of 
course, smallpox among them), infantile paralysis, 
influenza, meningitis, probably pneumonic plague 
and encephalitis lethargica. 
It makes an impos- 


ing list: they are all transmitted', as a rule, pre- 
cisely as diphtheria is. When you come in contact 
with any of these respiratory infections, take your 
choice from the list, it matters very little whether 
vou believe in "cold" as a factor or not, the infec- 
ticn is there and' you may take it or leave it. 


Now wait a minute—this is the deuce of being 


so confined to this little two by four corner: it 
warps my style, often makes me seem sarcastic 
when I'm trying my best to be kind and informa- 
tive, and spoils somo oC my most important les- 
sons—let me first finish explaining why cri is 
the word. Cri covers the ground as no other reas- 
onably simple word can; when you use this term

Kt, and everybody else can just wonder. As

RUSSIA GAINS 


IN ABILITY TO 


PAY HER DEBTS 


Country Is Coming Back In- 


dustrially—She Again is 
Exporting Wheat 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 


Washington, D. O.—The first step 


of Russia back toward general re- 
cognition among the family of na- 
tions has been taken by the Soviet 
authorities and prospects are brighter 
for the renaissance" of the nation than 
at any time since the disastrous re- 
volution. 
The Russians have made 


an offer to France providing that they 
will pay 40 per cent of their pre- 
war debt on a paper franc basis. 
This is far from paying up, but re. 
presents the first gesture by Russia 
In the nature of a recognition of finan 
cial obligations to the outside world 
Heretofore repudiation of the most 
complete sort has been the policy. 


With such a start it seems pro 


bable that further advances will be 
made and negotiations worked out 
whereby settlements may be reached. 
If Russia 
is willing to 
recognize 


French debts it is regarded as likely 
that she will accord the same re- 
cognition to the debts she owes oth'er 
countries, principally Great Britain 
and the United States. The proposal 
to France would mean a recognition 
and payment of ten per cent of the 
original debt if calculated on a "gold 
basis. This would mean In money ap- 
proximately $200.000,000. 


OWES MILLIONS HERE 


Russlo owes the United States $251,- 


383,000 representing war loans made 
during the Czarist regime when that 
nation was one of the greatest of the 
allies. 
This debt is slight, however, 


compared with 
what Russia 
owes 


Great Britain. 


The 
latest statistics which 
have 


been received from. Moscow state that 
in the fiscal years 1925-26 Russian in- 
dustrial production will reach a figure 
within 98 per cent of pre-war produc- 
tion which, for 1913, was $3,600,000,- 
000. 
When this figure Is contrasted 


with the percentage for the earlier 
years it will be seen that Russia is 
making toward a productivity <vhich 
should enable her to begin paying off 
her external obligations. 


By 1922 the Russian people were 


producing 37 per cent of pre-war in- 
dustrial wealth, a gain of 20 points 
over the previous year. 
The Soviet- 


formed 
government 
owned 
trusts 


which controlled production In various 
lines and although production still 
lagged, by 1923 the percentage had 
climbed to 46 and now the Russians 
are producing,, 72 per cent of their 
pre-war wealth. The figure of 98 per 
cent for the next year Is an estimate, 
but It will be noted that, if the previous 
figures are reasonably correct, such a 
percentage would not bo out of line. 


THE GRANARY OF EUROPE 
Grain Is Russia's great staple. Her 


vast acres produce millions of bu- 
shelds and she has been called the 
granary of Europe. 
She now Is de- 


pending upon grain exports to right 
her trade balance. 
Because of the 


exhaustion of Russian industries fol- 
lowing the revolution it was necessary 
for her to Import heavily. The famine, 
resulting from the hot winds, which 
blasted the grain fields, made it neces- 
sary for the American relief adminis- 
tration to spend millions in feeding Rus 
sia. This situation was remedied and 
grain began to grow again. Now Russia 
once more Is exporting grain, if the 
reports from Moscow are to be be- 
lieved, and there is a prospect that 
her export sales will balance her trade. 
The prospects are that she will sell

Russia lias a substantial niftural 


resource in furs, a commodity which 
always finds a market. Russian sables 
are among the highest priced furs in 
the world and ermine also is -a. Rus- 
sian fur of which she enjoys some- 
thing close to a monopoly. She is ex- 
porting $26,000,000 worth of furs this 
year. 


The Russian authorities have learn 


ed a lesson from the famine years 
and have set aside a fund with which 
to fight droughts—approximately ?40,- 
000,000 for distribution over the next 
three years in arid regions. 
Scien- 


tists are being employed to direct the 
work. 


A rural credit scheme has been 


evolved for the relief of the peasants 
The sum of $167,000,000 has been set 
aside out of the new budget for this- 
purpose. 
Farmers will be lent this 


money on long term cerdits in some- 
what the same manner as the Ameri- 
can Federal Farm Loan Banks and 
the Intermediate Credit Banks lend 
money to American farmers. In many 
respects'\he Soviets, although claim- 
In to be the most advanced from the 
point of view of public helpfulness 
are taking cues from what the United 
States has done in the way of public 
aid, especially to farmers. 


Even with such progress as has 


been made it will be a long hard 
road which Russia, must traverse to 
retrieve her fallen fortunes, but the 
Indications are that she is well start- 
ed.
